Surmounting the obstacles of a late 
spring, labor shortages and _ illness, 
close to 100 Holstein breeders of Okla- 
homa, Kansas and Missouri brought 
215 head of Black and Whites to the 
third annual Kansas City Royal Show 
where J. P. Eves tied the ribbons on 
May 8 and 9.

New Tax Ruling 


By C. M. HORN, 
Counsel, The Holstein-Friesian Association of America 

On April 18, 1951, the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
of the Treasury Department of the United States issued a 
new ruling regarding the taxation of gains resulting from 
the sale of dairy and breeding animals. The ruling refers 
to the Albright and Bennett court decisions discussed in 
the editorials appearing in the June 3, 1950 and March 3, 
1951 issues of the WORLD, and states that because of them 
the Bureau has reconsidered its former position and in the 
future will adhere to the following principles: 


If the animal is used for draft or dairy purposes—or 
in the case of a breeding animal, if the practice of the 
taxpayer is to hold such animals for substantially their 
full period of usefulness—the animal will be regarded, 
prima facie, as used in the business of the taxpayer for 
the purposes of Section 117 (j) of the Code 

If the practice of the taxpayer is to sell breeding 
animals before they have served substantially their per 
iods of usefulness, such animals will be regarded, prima 
facie, as held primarily for sale to customers in the ordi 
nary course of the taxpayer's business, and not as prop 
erty used in his business 

Under these principles, dairy or breeding cattle, 
will ordinarily qualify as property used in 
the business, and gain or loss on their sale will qualify for 
the special treatment provided in Section 117 (j) of the 
Code.”

Every day, dairymen 
and breeders sell animals which still have years of service- 
able life before them as breeders and replace them with 
animals which they consider superior to the animals sold. 
Under the language of the Bureau ruling, such sales would 
not be treated as sales of capital assets, but under the court 
decisions they would be, if the animals had been held 
for more than six months. 

Thus the Bureau ruling in certain respects conflicts 
with the court decisions, and moreover, is not consistent 
with itself, for in the third paragraph above quoted we 
find this language: 

“Under 
horses, etc., 


these principles, dairy or breeding cattle, 
will ordinarily qualify as property used in the 
business, and gain or loss on their sale will qualify for the 
special treatment provided in Section 117 (j) of the Code,” 
no mention being here made that they be no longer useful 
as breeders. 
Thus the third paragraph of the ruling says that sales 
of breeding animals ordinarily come within Section 117 (j), 
while the second paragraph states that such sales come 
within Section 117 (j) only if the animal has served its 
full period of usefulness as a breeder. This indicates that 
the Bureau may have the erroneous impression that ordi- 
narily breeding animals are sold only after they have 
served their full period of breeders, which 
of course is not in accord with actual practice. 
Up to the present time, the provision limiting the 
tax to 25% of the gain remains unchanged. 
It would therefore seem to be sound practice under

You have asked, in the May 5 issue, for letters on the 
Selective Registry plan outlined in the Jan. 20 issue. 


I am not qualified to express an opinion on the plan, 
but I do want to ask some questions. 


A “Selected Pedigree Bull” rating is proposed, for 
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example, for “any bull 
GP or better, with a 
M.E. 305 days 2X 


out of a (any) dam classified 


record of not less than 410 Ibs. fat 


On this basis, a bull's sire could be a hungee-gungee- 
devil-of-a-mess-of-a-looking bull out of a poor producer, 
but he could be the son of a proven bull. (Unfortunately 
for his owner he proved to be a complete bust). The dam's 
sire could be of unknown inheritance (out of an untested 
cow, and by a sire with untested daughters). 


There must be many, many bulls born each year of 
comparable, or of but little better inheritance. Yet if the 
committee's report is accepted, the Association would be 
obliged, upon application by their owners, to issue “Selected 
Pedigree Bull” certificate for such animals! 


Some of the questions I want to ask are: 


1. Can 
merely 


anyone give any bull any kind of a rating 
the dam classified GP and has a 410 ME 
fat record, or solely on the merit of his sire without con- 
sidering the worth, or lack of worth, of his close ancestors, 
or of the dam and her close ancestors?

2. If it can be done, of what value are 3 generation 
pedigrees? = 
3. The word “selected” means choice, yet the com- 


mittee has stated that “the general average in production 
Were. 5 eee 


The question is: How can the Association, or anyone 
else for that matter, put a “choice label” on any commod- 
ity of average or of sub-average quality, or of unknown 
quality, be the commodity a ‘box of apples, a can of sar- 
dines, a barrel of pickles, or a bull? (Of course it has 
been done, but is it proper to do so?). 

For a bull of possibly better quality, the committee has 
suggested a “Recommended Pedigree Bull” rating. Now 
when you recommend, you commend—you express a favor- 
able opinion. So a bull of average quality at best, would 
rate choice, but the Association would merely express a 


favorable opinion on a presumably better bull. Silly, 
isn’t it?

Running up the center 
of the 14 foot wagons is a heavy gauge 
wire tunnel about four feet high by 
three feet wide. The 6 foot rack is 
airtight for the first two feet and 
made of chicken wire the rest of the 
way. There is an opening to the wind 
tunnel at the back of the wagon fitted 
with a collar to take the short canvas 
tube connecting it to the furnace. 

The unit is set up in the barnyard. 
A wagon load of hay is backed up to 
it, and a forced draft of 180 degree 
air blown into the tunnel for about 40 
minutes to complete the drying. In 
the meantime a 
loaded and 


second wagon is 
waiting, and the third 
wagon is in the field 

They discovered by experience that 
finely chopped hay was slow in drying, 
for it packed too tightly and there was 
not sufficient 


pressure to force air 


through it fast enough. Thus began 
a process of removing knives from the 
field chopper. They finally wound up 
with only one, which made hay about 
eight inches long. 

Unfortunately for this account they 
were too busy last season perfecting 
their system to keep any record of op- 
erating costs and production rates. 
They know that fuel and power con- 
sumption was low compared to other 
heat drying methods; that the system 
will dry hay fast enough to be really

Batch Drying of Bales 

I discussed the Osborndale outfit 
with Dr. E. §S. Harrison, manager of 
Harden Farms, Camden, N. Y. Dr. 
Harrison, a clever agricultural engi- 
neer and inventor of labor-saving 
farm equipment is intrigued by the 
possibility of modifying the Osborn- 
dale system to dry baled hay on the 
wagon, using it as an emergency opera- 
tion when the weather threatens their 
crop. Bales could be piled tightly 
together over an air duct, either built 
into the wagons or made of the bales 
themselves. Their Bean Haymaker 
would greatly speed the drying process 

The manufacturer of the All-Crop 
Dried lists a number of baled hay in- 
stallations using their equipment suc- 
cessfully. One of these, at the Brays 
Island Plantation, Yemassee, South 
Carolina, is described in some detail. 
Sales are placed on an outdoor slatted 
floor platform two to three deep and 
covered with a canvas during the dry- 
ing period. The canvas holds the air 
back and makes it penetrate through 
as well as around the bales, building 
up an even temperature throughout 
the stack, with a gradual loss of mois- 
ture. This system provides very uni- 
form drying, they claim, and makes 
excellent quality hay, better than any 
system they have yet seen in operation. 
Iwo double-furnace units with 5 
horsepower motors dry over 600 tons 
of hay a year here. 

A further advantage claimed for 
the use of high temperature on wa- 
gons and outside stacks is that the 
heat kills the bacteria and stops any 
further enzyme action in the hay 
during the period of storage. 

Curing Hay in the Mow 

In the past ten years thousands of 
progressive dairymen have found that 
they can eliminate from one to two 
days of field drying time, by finishing 
half dried hay in the mow. Over 300 
mow-driers were in use in New York 
State alone during 1950. It is a tried 
and true way to avoid much of the 
loss caused by bad weather, and it as- 
sures a high quality product, superior 
in both carotene and protein content 
to ordinary field-cured hay. More 
than half of the hay made by this 
method will grade U. S. No. 1, as com- 
pared with less than 10 per cent for 
the field-cured hay. 

There is practically no loss of leaves 
in the field, which means more tons 
of hay per acre put into the barn. The 
fire hazard is greatly reduced by use 
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of a drier which keeps hay cool in the 
barn. Experience has shown that 
about half again as much hay can be 
stored over a drier because the green 
hay packs tighter in the mow. Barn 
drying also makes possible more ef 
ficient use of labor, for work plans 
are not as greatly upset by adverse 
weather. A further advantage which 
the hired men will appreciate, is cooler 
working conditions in the mow, with 
less dust and chaff. 

As with any method of harvesting 
hay, there are a few disadvantages. 
The wetter hay is heavier to handle, 
especially in the mow where it must 
be more carefully distributed for uni 
form drying. There are limitations as 
to depth of hay which can be put in 
the mow at any one time. The hay 
track, fork and hoisting equipment 
must be stronger than the average be- 
cause of the heavier loads which will 
be carried on them. The floor must 
also be airtight and strong enough to 
carry the extra weight of the moisture 
when the third cutting goes in.

Note that for each ton of dried hay 
you put in the barn you must handle 
over 25% additional weight when stor- 
ing 40% hay on the dryer.) 

Your wife employs the new drying 
principle every Monday when she 
hangs the wet wash on the line. Its 
moisture is picked up by the atmos 
phere and carried away. Instead of 
hanging out your hay, however, you 
blow air through it on the mow floor, 
which ultimately escapes at the top, 
carrying moisture with it. 

We learned in high school physics 
that the warmer the air, the more 
moisture it will hold. This quality 
of air is utilized in hay drying, for 
the hay has a tendency to generate 
heat when it is stored damp. The 
heated hay warms the air being forced 
through it, increasing its moisture 
capacity. Therefore, the raore the 
hay heats, the quicker its moisture 
evaporates. Evaporation cools the 
surface of an object, so that the hay 
is cooled as the moisture departs. 
That explains the fact that the tem 
perature in the mow employing a hay 
drier may be as much as 15 degrees 
lower than the temperature outside 
the barn.

Hay should be put on the drier be- 
fore the leaves begin to shatter, but 
not with over 40% moisture for loose 
hay or 30 to 35 per cent for chopped 
or baled hay. Hay will normally reach 
this state in one good drying day, and 
in 4 to 6 hours if a hay crusher is 
used. For example, hay cut at 10 
o'clock today should be ready to put 
in at from 10 to 1 o'clock tomorrow. 
If cut with a hay crusher, however, it 
can be safely stored by mid-afternoon 
on the same day it is cut. 


The hay should be evenly distrib- 
uted over the system. This makes it

If no damp areas are 
found, shut the fan off and wait sev- 
eral hours. Then start it again and 
walk around on the mow. A blast 
of warm air over any spot indicates 
a hot spot beneath, and fan operation 
should be continued. After about two 
days this test should be repeated.

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Drying Bales In The Mow 

Many farmers have geared their hay 
operations to the field baler. They 
like to handle it in bales. They can 
store more of it in the same mow space. 
The fortunate few who are able to 
make more good hay than they need 
for themselves, or who sell their crop 
and buy better hay for their cattle, 
find baled hay easier to sell. Good 
news to baled hay addicts is the fact 
that they can take just as much com 
fort from a mow drying system as 
their long hayed neighbors.

tained when the moisture content is 
about 35%. The leaves will be just 
dry enough to rattle and will crumble 
slightly when rubbed between your 
hands, yet they will not shatter or fall 
off the stem. A baler will not work 
well if the hay is much heavier than 
this. 

When baling for the mow-drier, 
experts advise setting the press just 
tight enough to make a firm bale 
that handles well without coming 
apart. The bales should be stacked 
as closely together as possible, to leave 
no space through which air can escape. 
Rectangular bales, they say, should 
be stacked on edge, because it is 
easier for the air to penetrate the 
sides than the top or bottom. Each 
succeeding layer of bales should be 
offset one way or the other from those 
below, to close the cracks between 
the bales. 

No Universal Best Method 

There is an efficient way to make 
excellent quality hay on almost any 
farm. There is no universal best way 
to do it. j 


It you like to feed and handle baled 
hay and are equipped to do it, then 
you might like the system at Pabst 
Farms, Oconomowoc, Wisconsin. Here 
they use a Bean Haymaker, and in 
favorable weather need no artificial 
drying. But if the day takes a sudden 
turn for the worse, they bale it a few 
hours after cutting, stack it in their 
drying room and turn on the heat. 


If you have the equipment to make 
and store chopped hay, then perhaps 
the Osborndale system would best 
suit your needs. Here again, a stem- 
crusher will save drying time in the 
held and on the wagon. 

You may prefer the tried and true 
mow drier, which makes hay of al 
most as good quality, either loose 
chopped, or baled, and at lower cost 
than any of the heat drying systems. 


A combination of hay crusher and 
barn drier, with or without heat, looks 
like the most promising system for 
the majority of dairymen. With it 
they can make the less expensive field- 
cured hay when weather permits; but 
they'll have their artificial drying 
unit for hay insurance when the 
weatherman frowns.
